Subject: "SENSE AND NONSENSE IN BIRD 
NAVIGATION" 

Dr. Matthews, Director of Research, The 
Wildfowl Trust, Slimbridge, Gloucestershire, 
England, has devoted many years of his pro- 
fessional life to the study of population, distri- 
bution, migration and behavior of birds. 

He is author of the hypothesis that birds 
do navigate by the sun. In his lecture, illustrat- 
ed with color slides, he brings the most excit- 
ing aspects of recent research in this field - 
particularly the homing behavior of mallard 
ducks and homing pigeons. 

Currently, Dr. Matthews is active in various 
organizations devoted to an integration of re- 
search and conservation in Europe.

The Department of Herpetology has made 
two important and unusual additions to its 
collections within the Academy: (1) A group of 
some 250 amphibians and reptiles of Amazonian 
Peru taken from localities infrequently visited, 
including type localities of many of Edward 
Drinker Cope's South American species of 
amphibians; and (2) a synoptic collection of 107 
specimens of Moroccan amphibians and reptiles. 
The latter was acquired through exchange by 
Dr. Alan E. Leviton, Associate Curator (in 
charge) of the Department. 


- Dr. Robert C. Miller, 
Director of the Academy, attended the annual 
meeting of the Association of Science Museum 
Directors held at the Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D. C., June 5, as well as the annual 
meeting of the American Association of Museums 
held at Williamsburg, Virginia, June 5 through 8.

Ross where they are being cultured for further 
study and research.

JOHN W. MAILLIARD IU, through his active 
interest in the welfare of the Academy, maintains a 
family tradition established many years ago by his 
grandfather, John W. Mailliard, Sr., and by a great- 
uncle, Joseph Mailliard, and continued by his father, 
J. W. Mailliard, Jr., whose name graces the 
Academy's excellent and comprehensive library. 

As Vice-Chairman (one of two) of the Board of 
Trustees, Mr. Mailliard dedicates considerable effort 
to the causes of the Academy and has, since 1955, 
been more than casually concerned with its affairs. 

Born in Belvedere, Marin County, California, he 
received his education at Potter School, San Francisco, 
Tamalpais School in San Rafael, and at Yale University 
from which he received a Bachelor of Arts degree in 
History. Upon graduation, he was employed for two 
years at the Walton N. Moore Dry Goods Company. 
From there he went to Mailliard & Schmiedell, food 
brokers and importers in San Francisco, where he 
was employed in many capacities. Today, he is 
President of that organization. He is on the Board of 
Directors of the Wells Fargo Bank, Pacific Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., and the American Cancer Society. 
Past activities have included the March of Dimes, 
Bay Area Educational Television, the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce of which he is past president, 
and the Redevelopment Agency for which he was 
Commissioner, 1956-1957. 

Time away from his many commercial and civic 
interests finds him. on horseback at the Mailliard 
Ranch in Mendocino County watching out for the well- 
being of the herds of sheep and cattle for which the 
ranch is noted. He resides in San Francisco and is 
the father of three daughters, Carolyn, Kathleen and 
Margot. 

The Academy is of deep concern to him. ''The 
entire Board of Trustees is most grateful for' the 
support given the Academy in the past by so many 
individuals, foundations and corporations. But the 
spiraling cost-of-living index applies also to the 
Academy, and its financial problems have increased. 

"Fortunately, the City and County of San Francisco 
is more and more realizing the importance of the 
Academy's contribution to our city and to the scien- 
tific world, and is increasing its support. I sincerely 
hope we can continue to improve our budgetary 
position. It is everybody's problem."
